This paper is being submitted in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed June 30, 
2004. Without acquiescing to the statements made therein, Applicants hereby elect with traverse 
the claims of Group VIII, claims 15-20, 23-25, wherein the agonist is an antibody, for 
prosecution in the instant application. Applicants assert that claims 15 and 17 are linking claims 
with respect to Groups VI-IX. Applicants remind Examiner of the duty to rejoin and examine 
claims dependent from, or including the limitations of, an allowable linking claim. 

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement with respect to Groups I-XIII (claims 1- 
34). Applicants refer the Examiner to the International Preliminary Examination Report in 
which Unity of Invention for claims 1-34 was established. Applicants submit that the Examiner 
has not shown that the determination of Unity of Invention during the International Preliminary 
Examination was not proper. 

The Examiner has also required an election of species. Applicants elect allergic 
disorders. Applicants further elect asthma. Applicants submit that claims 15-18, 20, and 23-25 
read on the elected species.
